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The interview was conducted via telephone on Mar. 1 , 2005, between the Examiner, 
Dwayne White, and Applicant's representative, Dane Butzer. No exhibits were shown and no 
demonstrations were conducted. Claims 1 and 32 were discussed. No prior art was discussed. 

As noted by the Examiner in the Interview Summary, Applicant's representative 
requested that the Examiner cancel claims 1 and 32 and correct typographical errors in the 
application by Examiner's Amendment, thereby placing the application in condition for allowance. 
The Examiner agreed, and the case was subsequent allowed.
